Out of the 44 votes recorded in fa- 


vor of the Hawley-Smooth

This preponderance of Democrat- 


ic votes against the measure is tak- 
en to mean that the five Democrats 
who helped to pass the bill will not 
be regarded as typical of the party's 
position.

from Florida and the single Demo- 
cratic senator from Wyoming have 
always been known as protectionists 
because of the demands of their con- 
stituencies. The senators from Lou- 
isiana departed 
from the Woodrow 


Wilson position on the tariff because 
of an insistence on protection for 
sugar. The Florida senators natural- 
ly are vigilant with respect to citrus 
fruits, and the Wyoming senator Is 
deeply interested In seeing that the 
wool Industry is served, because of 
the larg-e sheep ranches in his state.

Analyzing the vote it is Interesting 


to see how many 
Democrats who 


voted for high 
duties in particular 


schedules wore recorded against the 
whole bill on final passage. This, the 
Republican party charges, does not 
absolve the Democrats from respon- 
sibility.

Treasury experts expected today's 


collections to amount to $500,000,000 
or more. At the same time1 the gov- 
ernment was paying off $450,000,000 
in maturing certificates of Indebted- 
ness, taking in $450,000,000 from the 
sale of such securities and 
paying 


about ?90,000,000 interest on the pub- 
lic debt. 


On June 12, the last day shown in 


the treasury's daily statement the 
government had collected for the 
fiscal year which started July I a to- 
tal of $3,457,920,019 and 
had spent 


in 
the 
same time 
$3,698,572, G49. 


Though this left a deficit of ?240,652,- 
630 treasury officials expected Pres- 
ident Hoover's first full fiscal year 
in office to end with a comfortable 
surplus. 


Of the total receipts for the year 


$1,919,005,251 were received as tax 
on incomes of 1929. Indications were 
that the treasury estimates of a to- 
tal return of $2,480,000,000 from in- 
come taxes in the fiscal year would 
be borne cut so closely as to sur- 
prise even veteran experts of the 
fiscal department. 


TOTAL, INCOME BIGGER 


The total income for the year to 


June 12 was $105,000,000 more than 
received in the same period of last 
year while the 
expenditures were 


$177,000,000 greater, due in part to 
increasing government activities and 
the operations of the Federal Farm 
board. 


General expenditures of the gov-

about $90,000,00 more than for the 
same period last year while the pos- 
tal deficiency this year totals $85,074 
870 to date as compared to $70,020,- 
900 in the same period last year.

with which 


students console themselves in peri- 
ods of distress" and that such con- 
tacts are important only when they 
have "stimulated thinking or will, 
after college, contribute to intellcc- 
ual development." 


"Seldom, if ever, owing to lack 


of maturity in school days and the 
exigencies of life and differences in 
interests after graduation, can these 
college friendships in themselves be 
of sufficient benefit to justify the 
expense of a unh crsity education," 
he said. 


Dr. Ruthven 
also deplored 
the 


conception of higher education as 
predominately a training in the 
technique of Earning a livelihood. 


Not only does such a conception 


contribute t6 a one-sided develop- 
ment," he said, "but its value is 
short-lived. 
Techniques 
change 


rapidly, and without denying that 
college may appropriately give the 
student tools which he can use in 
his work, we may yet insist that if 
these are all it furnishes him in the 
ineMtable result will be that col- 
lego will become a trade school and 
its product will be unplastic."

It has pre-judged the 
treaty in advance and is against it for 
one or more of the shallow criticisms 
to which it has been subjected.

senatorial cabal which seeks to destroy 
the London treaty is wading out into 
deep water.

Isn't it odd, to express the minimum, 
that Mr. Huber never made any such 
statement about the deficiencies in our 
laws during the period of nine months 
that Mr. Kohler was waiting for the 
filing of charges against him?

during all that nine months didn't Mr. 
Huber lose a fine chance to have the 
laws amended because during six of 
the nine months the legislature was in 
session? Can we not have the flaws in 
our legislative enactments corrected 
until they seem to hurt a Progressive 
who goes on the warpath and rails 
loudly against them?

Pole Beans Offer Largest 


Crop Over Longest Season 


The biggest crop over the longest 


season is produced by pole beans. 
The pole bean is later in corning into 
bearing because of the more exten- 
sive growth it must make 
before 


reaching bearing size, but it is a 
valuable garden crop. 
Contrary to 


the usual theory, a greater supply of 
beans in a small space can be ob- 
tained by pole beans than by bush 
beans. 


The pole beans occupy no more 


ground space but they do occupy air 
rights in the garden to produce a 
valuable crop. The only extra trou- 
ble is in connection with procuring 
and setting the poles. They can be 
bought from any 
wood working 


shop in the community at a reason- 
able price. 
Seven-foot poles to go 


a foot and a half in the ground will 
be sufficient. 
They can be connect- 


ed by stout cord at the top to give 
extra climbing support for the beans 
if desired. 


Pole beans are even more tender 


than the bush types and their plant- 
ing may well be delayed until after 
the bush beans are in. Set the poles 
from three to four feet apart and 
sow from six to eight beans about 
its foot. After the beans have come 
up, thin out to the four strongest. 


The standard of productivity and 


quality among pole beans 
is the 


Kentucky Wonder or Old 
Home- 


stead. It 
comes in both the green 


pod and the wax 
type, the green 


pod being' the more common and 
more popular. The pods are heavy 
and saddle backed, tender, seven to 
ten inches lone and stringless when 
picked young. They develop strings 
if allowed to become too mature, but 
their quality for the table is unim- 
paired even after strings form. 


Early Golden cluster is another 


favorite pole variety. 


A curiosity among the pole beans 


which Is also a table delicacy is the 
l-artf-long or French asparagus bean, 
a very long, rather curious vegetable 
which is said to be related to the 
cowpea and which has edible pods 


The later pole beans are dual pur- 


pose vegetables, being useful both 
in the green state for snap beans 
and in the mature state for shelled 
beans, either while still soft for suc- 
cotash or when dried for baking.
